A PART OF CHINA HAT BKCOMK 


AHKiUCAN TKKKITOKr. 


The future of the United Stales ID 


China Is aot understood because it It 
not revealed. It It claimed tbat reoaot 
developments in Cbloa demand It* 
dismemberment by the powers, Itii 
very plaia that the demand hat been 
•greed on for some time, bat there was 
required to justify ite enforcement an 
excuse and an opportunity. To furn- 
ish an ezouse and an opportunity en- 
croachments hare been made on the 
old empire to make it the aggressor in 
tome form, wbloa has been brought 
•boat through the stapidneti of the 
Empress Dovrngsr and her advisors. 
The old idea of esolaaiveneaa entertain- 
ed by the Chinese was assailed through 
encroachments made by outride bar- 
barians nntll It effervesced from press- 
ure and the 
effervescence in the 


character of Boxers made their ap- 
pearance in deeds of cruelty and 
blood. 


Then came the required action to 


relieve those who were subject to 
Boxer superstition aod cruelty, which 
action by the powers was in turn re- 
sisted by the Chinese as an encroach- 
ment upon Chinese 
territory and 


rights. Christendom is now prepared 
to act, and the people of Christendom 
whose missionaries have been mur- 
dered are ready to sustain the action 
of the powers. tfaisla has been in the 
business of appropriation for some 
time, regardless of any consent by Its 
people. It la absolute and the consent 
of its people was not required, bnt 
Russia respects the opinion of people 
who live under free governments more 
than it respeata the opinion of its peo- 
ple, whom it does not consult. 


President McKinley and bis cabinet 


have been coquetting with the people 
of the United States, and seemingly 
with the nations of Europa about ac- 
quiring territory in China; or, in other 
words, the canning of diplomacy bat 
been practiced npon the people by 
those who have had the administration 
of government affairs npon the acquisi- 
tion of teuitory in China. It has been 
kept before the people in the form of 
a protest by the administration for 
more than a year. 


When tbe question w<is first pre- 


vented the administration was .quite 
soro tMa government did not want 
territory in China. The open door 
was all that was required by tbeUnited 
States. It is now learned, although It 
wag male a part of tbe trusts' plat- 
form at Philadelphia, that the open 
door as arranged id not worth tbe 
paper it is written on. It now appears 
that the open door has furnished Sec- 
retary Hay an opportunity to coqnet 
with tbe mon^fvhieB of Europe, which 
served to flatter hie imperialist vanity 
and nothing more. 


When tbe open door was given out 


to the country as an accomplished fact 
there was a disposition m certain 


proposition to Mqnln Obloti* Mrrl- 
tory, tbat should be welt considered. 
The United 8Utw bu trwtjr rJfbU 
tbat apply to all Oblna. Thes« right* 
in tbe event of the partition of the 
Empire by the powers, will be closed 
oat In the tens* of the treaty rigbti 
and will be loat, as we cannot •• stated 
In tbe JoraNAL a few days since, go to 
war with all Europe. A question Is 
presented for settlement included in 
• proper course for tbli government 
to pursue under ^be oiraainsUnoM 
before it, Is it beat to enter • protest 
•nd receive nothing, or la it beet to 
receive • portion of territory in con- 
•ideratlon of 
treaty 
rights, lost. 


Should we accept territory we will re- 
ceive the Chinamen who Inhabit the 
territory. Should we accept territory 
•nd tbe Chinamen there are in it, tbe 
rights of Chinamen living on Ameri- 
can territory will be up for settlement 
In the near future. 


It will be contended by the commer- 


cial, or trust department in tbe conn- 
try, tbat they cannot be excluded from 
tbe United Stater, as they will be 
American oitizenv witbo; t a right to 
vote, as women are American citizens 
without tbat right. 
Women, while 


they are denied the light to vote, have 
all other rights that belong tt citizens 
which they are. The exercise of the 
elective franchise does not constitute a 
citizen, aa it is a right that may be 
denied to any class of citizens. 


Chinamen who are citizens of tbe 


United btates cannot be excluded 
consistent with onr form of govern- 
ment. Any decision made by tbe 
courts in time will be in favor of the 
Chinamen on the ground of citizenship 
and twenty-five to thirty millions of 
Chinamen will be turned loose upon 
the shores of the United States to com- 
pete with American labor, which will 
protection to American labor after tbe 
manner it la now protected by the 
traits.

Tlie largest I examined was 33 feet 


in girth, or nearly 10 feet In diameter, 
and, 
though I failed to get anything 


like a complete count, I learned enough 
from this and many other specimens 
to convince me that most of the trees 
8 to 10 feet thick, standing on polish- 
ed glacier pavements, arc more than 
20 centuries of age rather than less. 
Barring accidents, for all I can see, 
they would lire forever. When killed, 
they waste out of existence about as 
slowly as granite.—John Muir in At- 
lantic.
